Vienna, April 10, 1799. 
Hs Royal Highneis the Archduke Charles 
and Lieutenant-General Kray, have tranſmit- 
ted the following detailed Accounts of the Ac- 
tions which have taken place near Stockach, in 
Germany, and in the Neighbourhood of Leguago 
and Verona, in Italy: 


Account of the Battle near Stockach, on the 25th and 
26th March 1799. 

AFTER the Action at, Olterach, the Enemy re- 
treated by Pfulendorff and Stockach ; the greateit 
Part of their Forces took a Poſition near Engen. 
General Ferino's Diviſion and the Brigade of Rubi 
were poſted near Singen, and in the Country be- 


hind Radolpſzell; that of St. Cyr halted at Lyp- 

tingen. f 
The Main Body of the Advanced Guard of His 
Royal Highneſs, under the Command of the Count 
de Nauendorſf, purſued the Enemy as far as Ach; 
Geaeral Prince de Schwaärtzenberg, with his Bri- 
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gade, drove them from Stirſlingen; General Count 
de Meerfeld forced them from Swandorff, and took 
Poſt there on the 23d March. This General at- 
tacked, on the 24th, the Advanced Guard of Sc. 
Cyr, which had taken a Poſition in Front of New. 
hauſen, and drove them back with a conſiderable 
Loſs in Killed and Wounded, as far as Lyptingen, 
and took Two Hundred Men Priſoners and Three 
Pieces of Cannon. — 

On the ſame Day the Army put itſelf in Motion 
in Two Columns, and encamped near Stockach. 
The Right Wing occupied the Heights of Mal- 
ſpicren, and extended itſelf towards Nellenherg ; 
the Left Wing took a Poſition below Nellenberg, 
near the Cuſtom-Houſe, and fſtretcheil as far as 
the Netghbourhood of Walwis. In order to cover 
this Polition on the Side of the great Road from 
Radolpſzell ;. Two Battalions of Laſcey, and the 
Regiments of Cuiraſſters of Anſpach were poſted 
on the Heights of Erperingen. This Wing had 
the Advantage of an open Country, which was 
for the moſt Part covered by marſhy Grounds and 
ſteep Hills. 

Oa the 24th the Archduke received Intelligence 
from M. de Nauendorff, that the Enemy had con- 
centred the Main Body of their Army near En- 
gen; His Royal Highneſs immediately ſent ſome 
Battalions of Infantry to the Count de Meerfeld, 
who had no other Infantry with him than the Free 
Corps of Wurmſer, with Orders to attack, on the 
following Day (the 25th), the Divilion of St. 
Cyr, which was poſted near Lyptingen, and to 
endeavour to compel him to repaſs the Danube. 
His Royal Highneſs reſolved to reconnoitre in 
Perſon, on the fame Day, the Main Body of the 
Enemy's Army near Engen. But the Enemy, on 
his Side, had refolved on that Day not only to 
attack the Right Wing of the Archduke's o—_— 
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with the principal Part of their Forces, but alſo 


to take bis Army in the Rear, in order to cut 


aff its Communication with Pfulendorff. For this 
Purpoſe, and with a View to conceal their Motions, 
the Enemy ſent Two Diviſions from Engen to 
Lyptingen, and ,in order to draw the Attention of 
His Royal Highneſs ro their Left Wing, cauſed 
an Attack to be made on the 25th, at Five o' Clock 
in the Morning, on the Village of Ach, with Five 
or Six Battalions, and endeavoured to gain the 
Deſile which is there. Prince Schwartzenberg was 
attacked at the lame Time at Steiilingen by the 
Diviſion of Ferino and the Brigade of Rubi. His 
Royal H:ghneſs received Intelligence of this At- 
tack at the Moment when he was paſſing through 
Ach, and he had hardly arrived near Count Nau- 


endorff before he alſo received from the General 


in Chief Wallis, at the Right Wing, an Account 
that the Count de Meerfeld was totally incapable 
of making any further Reſiſtance to the ſuperior 
Yorces of the Enemy, and that he was retreating 
from Lyptingen to the Wood about Three Miles in 
the Rear of that Place. 

His Royal Highneſs immediately gave Orders 
to M. de Nauendorff, and to Prince Schwartzen- 
berg, to retire, by Degrees, to their Poſitions ; that 
is to ſay, M. de Nauendorff to the Heights of 
Nellenberg, and Prince Schwartzenberg to the Left 
Wing. Both of theſe Movements were executed 
in the moſt ſkilful Manner, and with the greateſt 
Regularity, inſomuch that the Enemy, notwith- 
ſanding their great Superiority, was compelled to 
pay dear for every Inch of Ground. General 
Jourdan, in Perſon, commanded at this Attack, 
and tient, at the ſame Time, General Van Damme 
to harraſs his Royal Highneſs's Communication 
with Pfulendorff. It was not till One o*'Clock in 
the Afternoon that the Enemy were able to reach 
to Polition of our Left Wing on the Side of 
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Shiſlingen, and it was near Evening before they 
reached it on the Side of Ach. His Royal High. 
nels returned to this Wi ing, gave the Command of 
it to Lievtenant-General Stader,' and haſtened in 
Perſon to. the Right Wing. General Stader im- 
mediately detached Two Battalions of Infantry and 
Three of Grenadiers'to the Heights of Nellenberg, 
in order to defend thoſe Heights, as the Centre of 
the Poſition which His Roy al Highneſs had choſen, 
jointly with the Advanced Guard under M. de 
Nauendorff, or, if it ſhould become neceſſary to 
reinforce the Right Wing, to draw them, by. this 
Means, nearer to each other. As there was more 
Cavalry in the Left Wing than could be employed, 
General Prince de Furſtenberg was detached to- 

wards Dentwang with the Regiment of Cunalliers 
of the Archduke Francis; Lieutenant General Pe. 
traſch had at this Time, in conſequence of Oiders 
from General Wallis, poſted Two Battalions of 
Infantry to the Right of Malſpicren, on the 
Heights of Zizenhangep, in order to cover his 
Right Flank ; this General had Orders to attack 
the Enemy, who had already penetrated through 
the Wood, with thoſe Troops, and the Regin, ents 
of Kirpen and Gemmingen, on the Right of the 
high Road to Stutlingen, whilſt Licutenant-Ge- 
neral Prince de Furſtenberg, with the Regiments 
Emperor and Penjoffeky, notwithſtanding a heavy 
Fire of Grape and Muſketry from the Enemp, 
advanced along the high Road, and on the Left 
of it, for the Purpoſe of giving Support to the 
Heights : the Prince was killed by a Grape-Shot 
in the Courſe of this Attack, which he conducted 
with ſo much Intrepidity. Colonel Prince of An- 
halt Bernberg was alſo dangerouſly wounded, and 
died ſoon after on the Field of Battle; bis Body 
was found amongit the Dead. The Lots of thele 
Two brave Officers is ſeverely felt by the Army. 


The Archduke nn gave the of 
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part of the Prince of Furſtenberg's Diviſion to 
General Major Stipſitz, who executed his Orders 


with no leſs Skill than Courage, and with the 
greateſt Succeſs, He himſelf received a Contu- 
lion on the Arm by a Muſket-Ball, but this did 
not prevent him from remaining at the Head of 
his Troops. All the Officers and Soldiers diſ- 
tinguiſhed themſelves by their Courage. The 
Prince of Anhalt Cothen, who perceived that his 
Cavalry could not get up to the Enemy, and that. 
the Infantry were in Waut of Generals, diſmounted 


his Horſe, and made an Offer to the Archduke 


to lead the other Part of the Prince of Furſten- 


berg's Diviſion to the Enemy. The Archduke 


granted him his Permiſſion, and he performed, at 
the Head of this Corps, all that could be expected 
from the molt tried Conduct and Courage. The 
Enemy, who oppoſed us on this Point with their 
choicett Troops, made not only a moſt obſtinate 
Reſiſtance, but ſucceeded, in Spite of the Intre- 
pidity of our Troops, ſometimes in repulſing them, 
and at others in keeping them at Check; ſo much 


1o, that this Action remained during many Hours 


undecided — which gave them Hopes that they 
ſnould finally carry the Point he aimed at. At 
this Criſis, with a View to ſecure the Fortune of 


the Day, the Archduke ordered Two Battalions, 


under the ſkilful Conduct of Colonel Ulm aud 
Major Richter, to advance on the Left of the 
high Road. Captain Bibra particularly diſtin- 
guiſhed him ſelf on this Occaſion. The Grenadiers 
which His Royal Highneſs had ſent from the Lett 
Wing, and from the Hellenberz, arrived at the 
lame Time. They advanced in One Column along 


| the high Road, under the Commaud of Lieute- 


nant-General Count de Kollowrath. The Batta- 
lions of Phegethof and Bajokowſky were at the Head 
of it, In this Order they reached the Point of the 
Wood, before which they extended themſelves in

Front towards the Left, forming a Flank, whilſt 
the Battalions of Teſchner and Lippe, which fol- 
lowed them, extended themſelves towards the Right, 
and, advancing in order of Battle, took the Enem 
in the Rear, and forced a Half Brigade to ſur. 
render themſelves Priſoners. — During theſe Ma- 
neuvres, and this Succeſs of our brave Grenadiers 
near Nenhaus, on the high Road to Dutlingen, 
the Enemy hazarded an Attack, with Four Regi- 
ments of Cavalry, on the Flank of our Grenadiers, 
They were received with great Steadinels, and 
by a well-dire&ted Fire, followed by a Charge on 
the Patt of the Cuiraſhers of Naflau and Mack, 
who had formed themſelves with the greateſt Ex- 
pedition in a hollow Ground, under the Orders of 
Lieutenant-General Rieſen. The Enemy was com- 
pletely overthrown, and forced to fly. We pur- 
ſued them as far as Lyptingen, and took One 
Piece of Cannon. Night coming on prevented us 
from purſuing them farther on this Wing.—Whilit 
this was going on, the Enemy had detached a Di. 
viſion under General Van Damme towards Mol- 
krich, for the Purpoſe of turning our Right Wing. 
The Prince of Wirtemberg, who had formed near 
to Dentwangen with the Cuiraſſiers of the Arch— 
duke Francis, took, of his own Accord, the Re- 
ſolution to attack the Enemy, who was already in 
Poſſeſſion of the Villages of Millingen and Dent- 
wengen, and who, we learnt by the Reports of a 
Priſoner, intended to carry off our Artillery of 
Reſerve. He executed this Attack, with the Af- 
ſiſtance of a ſmall Body of Light Infantry, who 
were on their March to rejoin the Army, retook 
the Two Villages, and purſued the Enemy as far 
as the little Wood near Birkel, to which Place 
General Van Damme had already ſent conſider- 
able Reinforcements to the Support of his Troops. 
This well combined Enterpriſe perfectly ſucceed— 
ed. The Enemy was alſo repulſed on this 3 
wit! 
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with a great Loſs in Killed and Wounded: and 
the Prince of Wirtemberg rejoined our Right 
Wing. 

On the Left Wing, under Lieutenant-General 
Stader, the Enemy puſhed their Attacks with Vi- 
gour. Our Light Infantry was withdrawn from 
the Village of Leuzingen, of which the Enemy 
took Polleſfion. The Nellenberg ſtill remained oc- 
cupied by our Troops. The Enemy made every 
Effort, by repeated Attacks, to diſlodge them from 
thence, They were failed by a well-directed Fire 
from our Field Batteries, as alſo from that on the 
Nellenberg. After theſe unſucceſsful Attempts, 
the Enemy endeavoured to eſtabliſh Batteries againſt 
us, in which Pt, however, they were equally 
unſucceſsful; for no ſooner did one Battery begin 
to play than it was diſmounted, and the Attack 
repulſed. The Enemy directed all their Forces 
towards the Village of Walwis, and made re- 
peated Efforts to carry it; but the excellent Diſ- 
politions made by Licutenant-General Prince Reuſs, 
who had this Villa age in his Front, and who had 
entruſted the Defence of it to TWwo Battalions of 
Infantry, added to the well-directed Fire of our 
Vatteries, cauſed this Enterpriſe equally to fail. 
The repeated Attacks on the Village of Walwis 
cre continued till the Night was far advanced, and 
thus ended this important Day 7, 

On the 25th, at half- wall Four in the Morn- 
ing, the Enemy renewed their Attack on Walwis, 
md made the greateſt Efforts to take that Vil- 
lage. Some Time after they ſeemed alſo inclined 
to attack our Left Wing on 'the Road to Radolp- 
fell. This Attack was again repulſed, and the 
Enemy was obliged to retreat. During the Con— 
tinuance of this Day they ſtill maintained them- 
telves behind Lyptingen. Our Advanced Guard 


followed them cloſe in the Rear. His Royal 


Highneſs cannot exactly ſtate our Loſs; however,

it is ſuppoſed that it amounts to Three Thouſand 
Men in killed, wounded, and miſſing. The Enemy 
mult have loſt Five Thouſand, among whom Two 
Thouſand were made Priſoners. His Royal High- 
neſs gives here an exact Account of all the Of- 
ficers who have diſtinguiſhed themſelves, of whom 
the principal are already mentioned in the Re- 
port of the different Actions in which they com- 
manded. _ : 

His Royal Highneſs, ſince the Date of this 
Report, has communicated to Government that 
the Enemy, aftcr having been dcteated at Stockach, 
had retired as far as Neuſtadt, Hornberg, and 
Frendenſtadt. His Royal Highneſs had puſhed 
his Advanced Guards to the Politions abandoned 
by the Enemy; and on the zd of April he was 

encamped on the Heights of Villengen. 
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An Account of the Baltle which took place near Leg- 
F nago on the 26th of March 1799. 


On the 26th, at Day-break, we heard at a great 
Diſtance a ſevere Cannonade in the Neighbourhood | 
of Verona and Paſtrengo. About Eight o' Clock 
the Advanced Poſts near Legnago were allo at— 
tacked, upon which Lieutenant-General Kray re- 
moved, as foon as poſſible, the Camp at Bevilaqua 
to Legnago. The Garriſon of the Town occupied 
the Ramparts, and tie Road which was not yet. 
quite repaired. A Battalion of the Regiment de 
Guilay, and another of Latterman, were poſted in 
Front of the Town, near the Canal of Buſco, in 
order to defend the Bridges. The Enemy at- 

| tempted, in every Direction, to advance towards 
the Town, but were repulſed in all Quarters. 
They had ſtationed their principal Forces upon 
the Adige, and near Anquiari, where they were 
ſheltered. After Two very furious Attacks they 
were obliged to retreat to that Place. Another 
formidable Attack was made ſince that - St. 
| jerre 
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pierre de Legusgo, from whence the High Road 
leads to Manterre. After the Garriſon of Leg- 
nago alone had thus checked the Progreſs of the 
Enemy for Three Hours and a Half, the Ad- 
vanced Guard of the Corps of Bevilaqua arrived, 
of which the Firſt Diviſion, under the Command 
of General Frolich, was employed to attack the 
Enemy in their Turn. „This Attack was directed 
in every Road leading from Legnago, inaſmuch as 
the Country, elected by the Lands, would per- 
mit. The principal Attack was made upon St. 
Pierre. Major Reinwald, 
Wartenſlchen, commanded the Advanced Guard. 
Colonel Abfahers, with the Regiment of Nadaſty, 
followed w_ with the Main Body of the Column. 
Major Count Paar conducted the Advanced Guard 
on the Road towards St. Pierre to attack the 
Rear of the Enemy. Colonel Rudt, with a Part 
of the Regiment of Latterman, followed him with 
the Remainder of the Column. Colonel Soma- 
riva, of the Regiment of Lobkowitz, commanded 
the Attack upon Anquiari. Belides theſe prin- 
cipal Attac ks ſeveral partial ones, on different 
Points, had been made, and all the Troops con- 
ducted themſelves with the greateſt Bravery, every 

one having amply diſcharged his Duty. The Ar- 
tillcry, as well that within the Town as that which 
was in the Plain near it, reſiſted all the different 
Attacks with that Ability and Ardour for which 
i: has been ſo long conſpicuous. 

Generals Frolich and Latterman commanded in 
the different Actions; their Preſence of Mind, and 
their good Example, inſpired the Soldiers with 
Courage and Confidence. The Commander in 
Chief beflovred the ſame Praiſes on Colonels Rudt, 
Ablaltern, and Somariva. The Quarter-Maiter- 
General, Marquis Chatefler, who had only juſt 
arrived” at his Poſt, did not fail to give, on this 
Occaſion, the moſt decided Proofs of his Ability,

of the Regiment of 
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Actieity, and Zeal for the Service. Major Rein. 
wald had to ſuſtain the moſt ſevere Attack, but 
was moſt gallantly ſupported by Lieutenant-Colo- 
nels Mercantin and Korher, the firſt of whom was 
killed, and the latter wounded. Colonel Somariva 
commanded alone the Column at Anquiari, and 
fought at the Head of it with Courage and Ac- 
tivity, Colonel Skal, Commandant of the Town, 
kept the Enemy in Check in the Morning, until 
ke Arrival of freſi Troops. Colonel Zack, who 
had hitherto, ated as Quartet -Maſlter-General of 
the Army, has acquired great Credit in this Affair 
by the very excellent Diſpoſitions which he made; 
by the Zeal with which he advanced the Troops, 
and likewiſe by the Meaſures which he purſued 
during the Attacks. The Adjntant- General, Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Werder, has alſo gained, in fight- 
ing cloſe to the General in Chief, his entire Ap- 
Probation. At Seven O'Clock the Enemy was 
everywhere put to Flight. They retired in Confu- 
fion towards Tartaro, but it was impofſible for us, 
on Account of the Canals which interſe& the 
Land, to purſue them with our Cavalry, other- 
wiſe their Loſs would have been infinitely greater. 
This Loſs, they themſelves confeſs, amounts to 
Two Thouſand Men, among whom are Generals 
Vignolles and Delmas, the former killed and the 
latter wounded. We have taken Eight Pieces 
of Cannon, Three Howitz ers, Thirty-two Ammu— 
nition Waggons, Five Hundred and Eleven Pri- 
Joners, of whom Twenty-two are Officers, Nine 
Serjcants, and Four Hundred and Eighty Rank 
and File. Our Loſs amounts to One Superior 
Officer, Three Officers, One Hundred and Three 
from the Serjeant to the common Soldier. In 
wounded, Tweuty-four Officers, Eight Hundred 
and Sixty- three Rank and File, in Juding Non— 
Commiſſioned Oihcers; Fighty-two miſſing or taken 
Priſoners. 
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Battle of Perona of the 26th of March 1 799. 


AccorDiNG to a more recent Report of Lieute- 
nant- General Kray, Lieutenant-General Keim had 
received Advice that the Enemy were concentrat=- 


ing their Forces near Willa Franca and Caſtelnuovo. 


This General was thus upon his Guard ever ſince 
the 24th, when he received the Information; he 
communicated it allo to General Count de Hohen- 
zollern, who immediately quitted Vicence, and ar- 
rived at Verona on the 25, with Two Battalions 
of Ginlay, One Battalion of Stenz Grenadiers, Three 
Battalions of Mitrowlky, two Squadrons of Lo- 
venehr, Five Squadrons of Karaczay. General Lip- 
tay like wife arrived at Verona in the Night between 
the 24th and 25th, with a Battalion of Klebeck 
and Two Battalions of Furſtenberg. General 
Reim was thus enabled to ſtrengthen the Poſition 
of Paſtienge with Three Battalions of Schroder, 
and One Battery of Artillery. In the intrenched 
Lines of this Poſition, where Generals Elnitz and 
Goddſheim commanded, were Seven Battalions of 
Infantry and Three Squadrons of the new Regiment 
of Huſſars, No. 5. The Advanced Chain com- 
monced from . the Lake of Garda, and extended 
along the Frontier as far as the Environs of Beir- 
laque; it was defended a Battalion of Ogulias, 
a Battalion of Waraſding, Four Companies of the 
Chaſſeurs of Aſpre, and One Squadron uf Huſlars. 
In order to facilitate their Retreat, and allo to- 
preſerve a Communication with the Left Bank of 
_ Adige, Two Bridges of Boats were fixed near 


Pol, upon that River, itrengthened by a double 
. Tete de Pont, defended by Artillery. As this 


Poſition could not keep up a Communication with 
Verona upon the Right Bank of the Adige, 
by reaſon of their Biltance from each other, they 
contented themſelves with ſending a Divition of

the Communication as well as they could: but the 
Advanced Chain of Verona, through Tombetta, 
Tomba, St. Lucia, St. Maſſimo, Croce Biancha, 
which extended from one Bank of the Adige to 
the other, was defended by Three Battalions of 
Infantry, and was ſupported on the Glacis of Ve— 
rona at the New Gate. TWO Battalions, Mitrowſky, 
One Battalion of Hungarians, No. 48, and Six 
Squadrons of Cavalry were poſted near the Porta 
Nuova; Four Battalions of Infantry and Five 
Squadrons of Cavalry were poſted, as a Reſerve, 
behind the Porto Zeno. In this Situation the 
Enemy attacked our Chain of Advanced Polls 
very early in the Morning of the '26th. Lieu- 
tenant General Keim immediately marched thither, 
and finding that the Enemy's Attack was prin- 
cipally directed againit St. Lucia, he took Mea- 
jures to reinforce thoſe Points. He ſent thither 
an additional Battalion. General Liptay, who 
was with his Troops at St. Lucia, had been al- 
ready wounded at Half. paſt Four o'Clock. Ge- 
neral Keim then entruſted the Command of that 
Place to General Morſkwitz, and marched to Croce 
Biancha to endeavour to fall upon the Flank of 
the Enemy, which was attacking St. Lucia. This 
Diverſion was intended to be made between Lu- 
gugna and Maſhmo, towards Doſſobon. By tie 
firſt Priſoners that were taken, it was learnt that 
the Enemy confiited of Two complete Diviſions 
under Generals Victor and Grenier; that one 
Part of the Diviſion of Serrurier had been added 
to them, together with Six "Thouſand Piedmontele, 
Swiſs, and Poliſh Emigrants; that the Enemy was 
therefore forming an Attack upon Verona, with 
a Force amounting to between Twenty-five and 
Thirty Thouſand Men, in the firm ExpeQation 
of taking that City by Surpriſe. The Enemy 
had therefore put in the General Orders of the 
Army, that, as they had already ſubſiſted Fifteen

Days without Pay, they ſhould be indemnified with 
Two Hours Pillage of the City of Verona. Ge- 


neral Keim immediately ordered the Corps of Re- 
ſerve to advance, ſent General Hohenzollern to the 


Left Wing, with Orders to ſupport General Mink- 


witz; and he went himſelf to St. Maſſimo. At 


Six o'Clock the Enemy muſtered all their Forces, 


and directed their principal Attacks upon St. 
Lucia and St. Maſſimo. The firſt Poſt was ſoon 
. carried by the Enemy, and notwithſtanding that 
General Hohenzollern learnt that General Mink- 
witz had been wounded, he ſucceeded Twice in 
retaking it; it could not however be preſerved, 
and the Enemy remained in Poſſeſſion of it during 
the whole Day. They did not ſucceed equally 
well at St. Maſſimo. They made Seven ſucceſſtve 
Attacks upon it, and carried the Poſt Seven Times 
with freſh Forces, and Seven Times they were re- 
pulſed from it by our brave Troops. This Place 
occaſioned an immenſe Loſs to the Enemy; we 
not only remained Maſters of it during the whole 
Day, but our Chain of Advance Polts was like- 
wiſe maintained, with the Exception of the Poſt 


of St. Lucia. Our Loſs is conliderable ; that of 


the Enemy twice as great. General Keim ſays, 
that all the Troops under his Command performed 
Prodigies of Valour, and that there is no Example 
ot ſo deadly a Fire of Muſket Shots having been 


ſuſtained during Eighteen Hours, without the 


ſmalleſt Interval, by reaſon of the Superiority of 


the Enemy, who continually advanced with freſh . 


Troops. This heroic Effort of Courage and Per- 
ſeverance 13 ſo much the more wonderful, as the 
Troops were not able to procure, during the whole 
Attack, any Refreſhment or Comfort. Towards 
Twelve o'Clock General Keim was wounded. 
He did not quit his Poſt without recommending 
to all the Generals not to abandon the Poſt of St. 
Maſſimo, and to continue the Diverſions in the 
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(16) 
Flank and Rear of the Enemy, which would necef. 
ſarily make them repent of the Audacity of their 
Enterpriſe. It was owing to the Want of Troops, 
and the exhauſted State of thoſe who had been fo 
long fighting, that hindered us from. profiting of the 
Advantages which we had gained by attacking Bufſz 
ſolengo and Villa Franca. We took One Cannon; 
OneAmmunition Waggon, Three Hundred and Six- 
teen Priſoners, amongſt whom were Two Chiefs of 
Battalions, and Thirty-five Officers. The General 
ſays, that it is impoſſible for him to make a Lift 
of thoſe who diſtinguiſhed themſelves : each had 
ſhewn the moſt e Courage, and every In- 
dividual reflected by his Conduct the greateſt 
Honor upon the Army of His Majeſty, of which 
he was a Part. Our Loſſes conſiſt of Eleven 
Officers and Nine Hundred and One Men killed, 
Forty-two Officers and Two Thouſand Six Hun- 
dred and Seventy-five Men wounded. At the At- 
tack of St. Lucia, One Thouſand Priſoners fell 
into the Hands of the Enemy. The Loſs of the 
Enemy cannot be eſtimated at Leſs than from Eight 


to Ten Thouſand Men. 


Second Battle of Verona of the 0th of March i599. 


IMMEDIATELY after the Battle of Legnago, as it 
has been ſaid in the preceding Report, General Kray 
loſt no Time in marching with the greater Curt. | of 
the Army to Verona. 

On the 29th, General Victor ſent an Officer to 
the Commander in Chief, to propoſe to him a Truce 
for Twenty-four Hours, in order to carry off the 
Slain which ſtill remained in the Field of Battle, 
and occaſioned a dangerous Infection: To this Pro- 
poſal General Kray conſented, but fixed its Duration 
to the following Day at Twelve o' Clock; but at 
Ten o' Cloek the Enemy began to attack our Ad- 
vanced Poſts upon the Left Bank of the Adige, 


polſted oppoſite to their Front at Pola. The Ad-

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ranced Poſts were inlenſibly repulſed, and at the ſame 


Time the Enemy filed off acroſs the Mountains near 
St. Ambroſio, in order to turn Verona. The Re- 
treat of the Advanced Poſts, as well as of the Bat- 
talions of Schrieder, of Sordy, and of Tellachech, 
was alrcady effectuated as far as Parona, when the 
Regiment of Nadaſti, the Battalions of Weber, 
Feq oclwouk Mercantin, et Korher, together with 
15 Regiments of Cavalry of Lobkowitz Karaczay, 
and the 7th Regiment of Huſſars, who had been 


kept in Readinels, put themſelves in Motion, at- 
tacked and overcame the Enemy in a Moment, The 


Attack was made in Three Columns, of which One 
was conducted along the Adige, the other upon the 
Chauſſee of the Tyrol, the Third along the Moun- 


tains, The Attacks were performed with ſuch: 
Promptneſs, that the Enemy could not maintain 


themſelves on any Side; and we thus reached their 
Dcicge, where they had planted, on the oppoſite 
Dank, a Battery of Twelve Cannons, which obliged

They muſt have entertained the Hope 
of ſurpriſing and carrying Verona by Storm. Qur 
Loſs does not exceed Forty- fix in killed, and One 
Hundred and Sixty-fix in wounded, The Enemy 
has loſt One Thouſand Men, aud One Thouſand. 
One Hundred and Twelve Priſoners. The Enemy 
made this Attack with the whole Disiſion of Ser- 
rurier, and with the Half of that of Victor, 
anounting, in the whole, to Fiiteen "Thouſand 
1799. 5 B Men. 
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Men. According to a ſtill more recent Account 
from General Kray, the Enemy had, on the 1ſt 
of April, made a retrograde Moventent; which 
cen him to direct the Advanced Guard, com— 
manded by Count Hobenzollern, and conſiſting of 
Two Regiments af Cavalry, ad Five eta; 
of Infantry, to procecd forward as far as Caſtel 
Nuovo. This Adva' __ Guard was ſupported by 
a Diviſion of General Zopit, which had paſted the 
Adige, and encamped under Verona. On the 2d 
of April, Detachments were fent to Peſchiera and 
Villa Franca, and Major-General Fulda, of the 
&th Regiment of Huffars, with Two Squadrons, 
made "Pwenty-nitte Officers and Eight Hundred 
Privates Priſoners at Villa F lanca, and took Two 
Pieces of Cannon, Nine Ammunition Waggons, 
and Three Hundred ſmall e Several Shells 
from Two Howitzers were thrown into Peſchiera 
to alarm the Enemy; and on the ſame- Day (2d 
April) the General crolled the Adige with his 
whole Army, and took Policfhon of a Camp in 
Front of Verona, lupported on the Lett by Tomba, 
and on the Right by St. Lucia 

The Enemy bill occupies the Ground betwee 
the Adige and the Tartaro, towards Leguago, bat 
has fo entirely evacuated the whole Space near the 
Lago de Garda, that the Comm unication with the 
Tyrol by the Valley of the Adige is open; and the 
Count de St. julien has already adranced from the 
Tyrol as far as Rivoli, and has ſent Patroles as far 
as Peſchiera. At preſent the Enemy appear in- 
clined to croſs the Adige, having with them Forty 
Pontoons. 

This Paſſage may be expected to be attempted 
near Ronco and Roverchiano; but the Commander 
in Chief is prepared againſt every Deſign which 
the Enemy may endeavour to effect in conſequence 
of our Movements forward, and will attack them 


in Front, or with fill greater Advantage in the 
2 Rear.

Rear. General Klenau has patrolled along the 
River Po, as far as Oſtiglia, and has alarmed the 
whole Country. The Enemy, who occupied that 
Space with few nope only, have retreated 1n 
every Direction; and the General, as well as his 
Patroles, were e with Acclamations of Joy 
on both Sides of the Po.

The Field- Marſtal-Lieu- 
tenant Count de Bellegarde judged it highly ne- 
ceſſary to * them from a Poſt where they 
manifeſted an Intention of eftabhſhing themſelves, 
having already begun to throw up Entrenchments, 
in order to act with the greater Effect whenever 
Circumitances would permit. 

The Field-Marſhal- Lieutenant Count Bellegarde 
accordingly aſſembled his Proops on the th In- 
ant, at T'wo o' Clock in the Morning, an d having 
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made the neceſſary Dif: * marched againſt 
the Enemy at Break of Day. 

„The Attack commenced at half paſt Four 

lock: our Left Wing ſoon gained Poſſeſſion. 

ip a Hill which commanded the Enemy*'s Flank ; 

but they maintained their principal Poſition, from 

whence they annoyed us by a very briſs Fire of 


Artillery and Muſketry. 


Our Right Wing experienced a ſtill greater Re- 
ſiſtance from the Euemy's being as it were en- 
trenched behind- Two old Cat ſtles, of which they 
had taken Poſſeſſion. The Fieid-Marſhal-Lieute- 
nant then ordered the whole of the Artillery and 
the Corps de Reſerve to advance, from which Time 
the Attack became general. The Manceuvres and 
good Countenance of the Imperial Troops enabled 
them to gain Ground conſiderably on the Top of 
the Mountain that commanced the Right Flank 
of the Enemy, who now began to give way, 
abandoning their Poſition, and retreatiug towards 
the Village of Tauffers; but being purſued with 
great Spirit, they retreated with Precipitation, and 
with great Loſs, to the Heights behind Tauffers, 
from whence, however, they were ſoon diſlodged 
by General Bellegarde. The Enemy then fell 
back upon Muntiter,* where they made a vigorous 
Stand, but they were allo driven from thence with 
great Loſs in Priſoners, and cloicly purſued by our 
Troops. 

The Enemy retreated to Czernez, near which 
Place Petrioni, Chief of the Staff, riſked an At- 
tack with all his Forces. He ſucceeded in driving 
back ſome Battalions, but the Enemy were again 
routed with the Loſs of Three Pieces of Cannon, 
and from that Time they continued to retreat with⸗ 
out halting. 

Several of the Enemy's Staff Officers have been 
wounded, and a great Number of Subalterns. We 


have made Three Hundred Priſoners, beſides Three 
Pieces

pieces of Cannon, Eleven Gun Carriages, Fourteen 
Ammunition Waggons, and a Thouſand Muſkets. - 
A Hoſpital, with a Number of Officers, and above 
One Hundred and Fifty Non- Com Officers 
and Men, have fallen into our Hands. 

On our Side the Loſs has been by no Means in- 
conſiderable, as the Enemy made an obſtinate Re- 
ſiſtance. Many Officers of Merit have been either 
killed or wounded. 

From the Report of Field-Marſhal- Lieutenant 
Kray, of the 4th Inſtant, it appears that the Ad- 
vanced Guard of General Count Hohenzollern had 
taken more than Five Hundred Priſoners; and Ge- 
neral Count Klenau fates, that being defirous of 
attacking, with One Company, Two, Gun- Boats 
vo were in the Po d'Ariano, and having paſſed 

he River for that Purpoſe, the Inhabitants of the

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* LT TTER from Marſhal Suwarrow, dated 
* Veliggto, April 18, ſtates, that the French had 
repaſſed the Adda, . throwing Fifteen Thou- 
ſand Men into Mantua, and Five Thoutand into 
Peſniera; and that the Marſhal was preparing to 
follow them, after lcaving General Kray with a 
Corps of about Twenty Thouſand Men to inveſt 
thole Two Places. Marſhal Suwarrow's Patroles 
had been puſhed as far as Cremona, and General 
Klenau's to the Neighbourhood of Bolona, without 
mectiug any conſiderable Body of the Enemy. 

By Accounts received in the Evening of the ſame 
Day, it appears that the Enemy were employed in 
throwing up Entrenchments at Lodi and Caſſano.— 
Marſhal Suwarrow, with a Body of between Forty- 
five and Fifty Thouſand Men, was to have marched 
on the 19th to Monte Chiaro, on the Chieſa, 
order to occupy Breſcia, and theu to advance on Xi 


Oglio and Adda.

His Royal Highneſs the Archduke Charles has 
reported hs following Particulars relative to the 
taking of Schafhauſen : 

As the Enemy ſtill retained Poſſeſſion of the 
Town of Schaf hauſen, and the Suburb of Con- 
ſtance called Peterſhauſen, both ſituated on the Eu 

an 


Bank of the Rhine, with an apparent View to af.. © 
ſemble there, and particularly in Schaf hauſen, a 
Number of Troops, and to make an advantageoug 
Attack from both Points upon the Corps of Lieu- 
tenant-General Count Nauendorff, which was poſted 
in the Neighbourhood, His Royal Highneſs di- 
rected that the Enemy ſhould be driven from thoſe 
Two Points, and that their Stations ſhould be oc- 
cupied by our Troops. 

In conſequence of this Arrangement, Lieutenant. 
General Count Nauendorff was charged to order 
Lieutenant- General Count Baillet to advance againſt 
Schafhauſen with a conſiderable Body of Light 
Infantry and Cavalry, ſupported by Four Battalions. 4 
of the Line and ſome Reſerve Artillery. He 
obeyed theſe Orders, and ſummoned the Enemy. 
to abandon the Town in the Courſe of Half an 
Hour, and to retire to the Left Bank of the River. 
The Officer who commanded in Schaf hauſen ſought 
to gain Time by Negotiation, with a View to draw 
unto himſelf a Reinforcement ; but Lieutenant- Ge- 
neral Count Baillet, aware of the Enemy's ObjeQ, 
ordered his Artillery, which he had poſted to great 
Advantage, to fire upon the Bridge and the Gate 
of the Town, and 'without further Delay he at- 


tacked the Enemy in the Town; and, notwith- 


ſtanding a very obſtinate Reſiſtance, he drove them 
acroſs the Rhine, the Bridge over which they burnt 
in their Retreat. | 1 
The Enemy loſt upon this Occaſion ſeveral Hun- 
dred Men killed and wounded, and One Hundred 
taken Priſoners; Seventeen Pieces of Cannon, and 
Arms of various Deſcriptions, were taken. Our 
Loſs does not exceed Twenty Men. 
Lieutenant- Genera! Count Baillet particularizes 
the ſpirited Conduct of a Private of the Regiment 
of Lacy, who voluntarily ſwam acroſs the Rhine, 
and, under the Protection of our Fire, looſened Two * 


Veſſels which were on the Left Bank, and got _ 
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with them as far as the Middle of the River, where, 
| however, the Current drove him againſt the burnin 
Bridge, which ſet Fire to the Two Veſſels.” This 
| Circumſtance obliged the Man to dive and to ſwim 
back to the Right Bank. His Example encouraged 
another: both plunged into the Rhine and brought 
over ſome Veſſels; the Conſequence of which was, 
that Seventeen or Eighteen more Men, of the Re- 
giment of Lacy, followed the others, and got Poſ- 
leſion of many more Veſſels. His Royal High- 
neſs, as a Reward for ſo meritorious a Zeal, and as 
an Encouragement to others, gave the Firſt Man 
the Golden Medal, and the Second the Silver 
Medal. : | 5 

On the 14th, at Day- break, Major. General Piac- 
zeck made an Attack upon Peterſhauſen with great 
Spirit and Deciſion, drove the Enemy from it, and 
ſunk the Ships which were on the oppoſite Bank. 

The Detachment which was ſent through Pforz- 
heim and Bruckial, towards Philipſburg, on the 
ſame Day that it had re. eſtabliſned the Communica- 
tion with that Fortreſs, had puſhed on Patroles to- 
wards Manheim. 

At the fame Time, Lieutenant-General the 
Rhinegraf of Salm, Commandant of Philipſburg, 
reported that a Patrole of the inconfiderable De- 
tachment of the Dragoons of Bamberg, which 
formed a Part of the Garriſon, had puſhed forward 
through Waghatſel, and had taken Four French 
Chaſſeurs with their Horſes. The Rhinegraf took 
this Opportunity of commending the Conduct of 
the above Detachment, as well as the Remainder of 
the Garriſon during its Blockade.

IxUurEN ANT GuGtNios, of the Regiment of 
Nadaſty, arrived here this Day with the News 

that the Town and Fortreſs of Breſcia were taken on 
the 2oth Inſtant, in the following Manner: Field— 
Marſhal- Lieutenant Kray, charged with this Enter- 
priſe, detached for this Purpoſe Field-Marſhal-Lieu- 
tenant Otto with his Diviſion, who had already 
marched on the 17th from bis Poſition at Monte— 
Chiaro, by Caſte-Nedolo, to r:connoitre the Town. 

The 2oth, at Midnight, Field-Marſhal Otto quit- 
ted his Camp with his Diviſion, in Two Columns, 
The Battalion of Nadaſty, poſted in Rezato, ad- 
vanced upon the high Road by Euphemia as far as 
the Entrance of the Suburbs of Breſcia. 

Colonel Biteſkuti advanced on the high Road 
leading from Caſte-Nedolo to Breſcia, with a Batta- 
lion of Anthony Eſterhazy, which he commanded, 
and Two Battalions of Nadaſty, commanded by Co- 
lonel Abſaltern, with the neceſſary Artillery.— The, 
Battalion of Efterhazy was poſted on the Left of 
the high Rozd near the Town, to cover the Bomb 
Batteries, and the Battalion of Nadaſty was poſted 
on the Right, to keep up the Communication with 
the Battalion ſtationed near St. Euphemia.— The 
Third Battalion of Nadaſty remained in Reſerve 
near St, Polo. „ | 

Theſe Battalions directed their Attack againſt 
the Gate of Torro Longo. One Battalion of Eſter- 
hazy, commanded by Major-General Kraus, which 
was at Chedi, marched on the high Road of Cre- 
mona by St. Zeno, againſt the Gate of St. Alex- 
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ander. This Column was nolmened by a Corps of 

Horſe Artillery, and all the reſt of the Cavalry, com- 

manded by Colonel Sommativa, puſhed forward as far 
as the high Road to Crema, to cover the Le't Wing. 

This Enterpriſe was ſupported by Five Hundred 
Coffacks, One Thouſand Foot Chaſſeurs, and Five 
Ru Grenadiers, under the Orders of the Two 
Ruſſian Generals, the 8 Gorthecop and Bags 
ration. The Diviſion of Fieid Marſhal-Lieutenam 
Zoph was kept in Reſerve in caſe of Neceſſity. 

After theſe D:ſpolitions, Field-Marſhal- Lieutenant 
Otto lent a fecond Summons to the French Com- 
mander, and having rectived his Refuſal, the Town 
began to be hombarded at Six o'Clock in the Morn- 
ing, and in the Space of an Hour and Half ſeveral 
Cannon were diſmounted. This Circumſtance, to- 
gether with the Approach of the Battalion of Na- 
da alty to the Gate of Peſchicra, cauſed the Enemy 
to give Way, and to retire with Precipitation inte 
the Citadel. 

Our Piopeers immediately forced the Gate, and, 
by the Exhortations of Held-Marſnal-Lieutenant 
Kray, the Inhabitants aſſembled upon the Ramparts 
Jow 8 the Drawbridge. The Battalion of Na- 
daſty then entered the Town, Drums beating and 
Colours flying. 

One. Wing of the Dragoons of Lobkovitz, SY 
was poſted in the Rear, under the Orders of Maj 
Connt Harach, and a Battalion of the Revit of 
Eiterhazy, took Poſſeſſion of the Avenucs and Streets 
of the Town, of all the Roads leading to the Ci- 
tadel, and thus ſecured this important Place. 

The Enemy kept up a continual Fire from the 
Citadel, but without doing any Miſchief. This 1a- 
ſt I duced Field-Marſhal-Lieutenant Kray to ſummons 
er- the Commander of the Citadel, who at firſt de- 
ch manded Permiſſion to withdraw his Troops uncon- 
e- ditionally; but perceiving the alarming Preparations 
x- Wot the Imperial and Ruſhan Troops to take the 
To CC 2 : . Citade 
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Citadel by Aſſault, he reſolved to capitulate. By 
this Capitulation the Garriſon, conſiſting of One 
Thouſand Men, was made Priſoners of War. Forty 
Pieces of Cannon, Eighteen Mortars, Four Hun. 
dred and Eighty Hundred Weight of Powder, a 
great Number of Muſkets and Gun Carriages, with 
Ammunition and Provihon of every Kind, and a 
great Quantity of Stores, ha ve fallen into our 
Hands. This important Conqueſt has colt us only 
One Artillery-Man.

Field. Marſhal-Lieutenant Count Bellegarde has 
written on the 24th of April, from Naunders, tha: 
he (in order to ſtrengthen the Operations of the 
Italian Army, on their advancing over the Chieſe 
towards the Oglio) has given Orders to Major-Ge. 
neral Vickaſſovich to. co- operate with his Troops to 
the utmoſt. At the ſame Time, that General re- 
ceived an Order from F1-1d-Marſhal Suwarrow to ad- 
vance acroſs Fetzone towards Iſco, to ſupport the 
Movement of the Army. 

Before Count Bellegarde knew of the Movements 
of the Army of Italy, he gave Orders to Colonel 
Strauch to enter into the Val Camonica from Mi. 
chael Wallis, and to advance from Tonal over Ponte 
di Legno towards Edolo. 

After a moſt fatiguing March over Mountains 
covered with Snow more than Two Feet deep, the 
Colonel arrived at Vione. The firſt Poſts of the 
Enemy retired without much Reſiſtance; but the 
Enemy defended themſelves with :Obſtinacy behind 
the Entrenchments at Vione, but were driven from i 
them by the Bayonet. 

Colonel Strauch marched then to Verde, and took

Field-Marſhal Count Bellegarde gave Orders on 
the 22d to reconnditre in different Directions on the

Theſe different Parties were ſo directed that they 
might join, and act offenſively. But the Reports 
from all Quarters were alike, ſtating, that the great

Theſe Circumſtances determined Field-Marſhal 
Count Bellegarde to delay reconnoitring; but Major 


| Smid, of Naugebauer, who was ordered to make a 


Diverſion towards Fimba-ſoch with a Battalion of 


this Regiment, had not received the Counter. Order. 
This active and ſkilful Staff Officer commenced, 


therefore, his March in the Evening on the 21ſt, 
over Blockig Alpe, towards Fintba- Joch, marched 


with his Troops over this very difficult Point, and 
met the firſt Picquets of the Enemy near Jarnſen— 
boden, who gave Way without Keſiſtance, and re— 
treated towards Manas. The Advanced Guard pur— 
ſued the Enemy warmly into the Village, where an 
obftinate Battle enſued. To diſengage the Ad- 
vanced Guard, and put an End to the Battle, Major 
Smid ordered more Troops to advance to take the 
Village, by which the ngagement became general.

11 IIS Royal Highneſs the Archduke writes from 
Stockach, the 20th Inſtapt, that as the Enemy, 


after having been driven from Schaf hauſen and Pe- 
terſhauſen, fill occupied an advantageous Poſition 


in the ſmall Town of Egliſau, on the Right Bank 


of the Rhine, he had directed Prince Schwartzen- 


berg to diſlodge them from that Foſt; that, in pur- 


ſuance of theſe Directions, he approached the Place, 
and ſummoned the Enemy to ſurrender ; that, upon 
an Anſwer in the negative being returned, he had 
attacked them with ſuch Impetuoſity that they were

One of our Detachments even entered Cremona, 
where they learnt that there were only Four Hun-

By this 
Victory all the Milaneſe, except the Caſtle of 
Milan, is wretted from the French, and it muſt alſo 
Joon fall, as the Garriſon docs not exceed Twelve 
Hundred Men, of which only Four Hundred are 
French. The Diſorder of the Enemy. in their 
Flight was extreme; and ic is ſuppoſed that they 
went towards the Po.

On the 24th of April the Enemy abandoned the 
Og lio on the Approach of Colonel Strauch, of 
Michael Wallis's Regiment, who, with Seven Bat- 
talions, forced. his Way trom the Tyrol through the 
Val Camonica towards Lovere, on the North Point 
of the Lago d'Iſio. 

The Imperial Army paſſed the Oglio in Two 
Columns; the Right, commanded by enced Ro- 
femberg, by the Way of Palazuolo to Bergamo; 
the Lett, under the Command of General Melas, 


by Ponte Oglio, Martinengo, Sola, as far as the 
The 


River Serio. 
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The next Day the Army marched in Three Co- 
zumns to the Adda. The Right, coniilting of Ge- 
neral Vukaſſowich's Brigade, and ſome of the Ruſ- 
fan Troops, advanced by Ponte St. Pietto and 
Pontilla towards Lecco; the Second, conſiſting of 
the Diviſions of Field: Var hal-Lieutenant Ott and 
Zoph, marched againſt Baprio, and encamped op- 
polite the Village; the Thad, commanded by the 
General of Cavalry Melas, marched by the great 
Road through Garavazio, Trivillo, and encamped 
oppolite Caſſano. 

In the mean Time the Eun had ſtrongly for- 
tiſicd Caſſano. This Place, aud the ww Bank of 
the Adda, were defended by formida!“ e Batteries, 
and a Þ dte-de=Pomt ou this Side the River. 

The Head-Quarters of General Moreau were at 
Inzago, and Two Diviſions of bis Army were

Near Lecco the Enemy was a alfo ſtrongly fortified, 
and had-a Tete-de- Pont on the Left Bank. A Di. 
ſion of the Enemy, under General Serrurier, de- 
tended the Upper Adda; One Half of which was 
poſted behind 2 co, a Part near Porto Imberzàgo, 
and another near Frezzo. 

On the Lower Adda, towards Lodi, the Enemy 
had a Detachment under General Delmas, and a 
itrong Garriſon in Pizzighetone. 

On the 26th of April, the Ruſſian Troops at- 
tacked the Enemy before Lecco, and Prince Pau- 
grazian, Commander of the Chaſſeurs, ſupported 
ny Two Grenadier Battalions, drove the Enemy 
dack to the Bridge in ſpite of their advantageous 
Polition. 

The ſame Day General Seckendorf marched out 
of the Camp near 'Trevillo with Two Battalions and 
Two Squadrons as far as Crema, where the Enemy 
had ſhewn themſelves *Fifteen Hundred ſtrong, and 
lent his Patroles towards Lodi.

The Bridges being finiſhed, Major Retzer, with 
dix Companies of the above-mentioned Chafleurs, 
and One Regiment of Ruſſian Coſſacks, paſſed the 
Adda: One Battalion of Nadaſty, Two of Efter- 
hizy. and the Fourth Bannat BZN then paſſed 
the River, under the Command of Colonel Bide- 
fcuti, and fell upon the Enemy 1a and behind 
Trezzo. 

The French, who confidered the Building of 
this Bridge impoſſible, had not the leaſt Notice 
thereof. The above Brigade was followed by the 
Seventh Huſſars and I'wo Coſſack Regiments. The 
Eucmy was driven * as far as Pozzo, where 
Field-Marſhal- Lieutenant Ott, whoſe whole Divi- 
ſion croſſed the River, fell upon that of the Enemy 
commanded by General Grenier, which was on the 
Point of advancing _ General Vukaſlowich at 
Brivio. 

The Battle was very oblliome; the Enemy took 
Polt between Pozzo and Brivio, where it was moſt 
vigorouſly attacked. On this Occaiion the brave 
Colonel Bideſkuti was wounded in the Head. 

The Enemy, who, in the mean Time, had drawn 
Reinforcements from Victor's Diviſion, was on the 
Point of turning our Right Wing, and the Bannat 
Battalion had already begun to give Way, when 
General Chaſteller led up the Two Grenadier Bat- 
talions, Pers and Stentoch, which formed the Head 
of Field- Marſhal-Lientenant Zoph's Diviſion, juſt 
then coming up againſt the Enemy. 

The Battalion Pers having attacked in Front, 
ſuffered conſiderably : but the Stentoch Battalion, 
with Two Squadrons of Huſſars of Archduke Jo- 
ſeph's Regiment, under the Command of Captain 
Kirchner, led on wy Lieutenant Bokarme, of the 
1

Engineers, (to the Sound of Military Muſic,) fel 
on the Enemy*s Left Flank, which was totally 
routed : and the Huſſars having broken through 
the French, made Three Hundred Prifoners, and 
cut 'I'wo Hundred to Pieces. | 

The Village Pozzo was carried Sword in Hand. 
The Enemy, in the mean Time, had received Rein- 
forcements, and marched Ins Troops up in Order in 
the Road that Jeads from Baprio to Milan, but was 
again attacked; and Major Retzer, with the Na- 
daſty Battalion, took Paprio, and made Two Hun- 
died Priſoners. 

The Enemy was purſued; and near Gergonzollo 
the French General Beker, and Thirty wounded 


Officers, were taken Priſoners. 


At the ſame Time General Melas marched againſt 


Caſſano, and battered the Entrenchments acroſs the 


Ritorto Canal with Tweive-Pounders and Howit- - 


Zers; and, as the French fel] back, cauſed a Flying 
Bridge to be thrown over the Canal di Ritorto. 
Firſt Lieutenant of the Pioneers, Count Kinſk1, 
completed it in Spite of the heavy Fire of the 
Enemy. General Melas immediately ordered the 
Reiſky's Regiment agaiuſt the Entrenchments which 
covered the Bridge, which, with Three Cannons, 
was carried with ſo much Rapidity, that the Bridge, 
which had been ſct on, Fire by the French, was 
ſaved by our Troops. 

General Melas croſſed, with his whole Column, 
the Adda, and the ſame Evening marched to 


Gergonzollo, and the next Day early (28th) to. 


Milan. 


The Two Diviſions Frohlich and Ott 3 


to Milan on the 28th; the Right, under Geneial 
Rozemberg, paſſed the Adda at Brivio on the 


27th; but General Vuſſakowich, who had already 
paſſed the River, formed the Advanced Guard, 
met with a Diviſion of French under General Ser- 
rurier at Bertero, which, after a moſt . obſtinate 


Engage- 
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Engagement, was beaten, and forced to capitn- 
late. The whole Corps laid down its Arms ; the 
Officers were permitted to return to France on 
their Parole, and the Privates remained. Priſoners 
of War. 

after this Affair General Vukaſſowich marched 
to Corno, aud the Ruſſians to the Right of Milan. 

In Milan conſiderable Magazines of Clothing, 
Arms, and Provifons were found, of which an In- 
ventory is now making. A General with Five Hun- 
dred Men were alſo 4 Priſoners here. | 

The Loſs of the Enemy, as far as could be al- 
certained when the Meſſenger left the Army, 
amounted to Four Generals, and upwards of Five 
Thouſand Men taken Peiſoners, and Six Thouſand 
killed. Eighty Pi-ces of Cannon were taken, of 
whieh Forty-ſix are heavy befieging Artillery; 
{ever Standards were alſo taken.

Praiſe to the Auſtrian and Ruſſian Troops who 
ſignalized themſelves on this important Occaſion, 
| paſſes the higheſt Encomiums on the following Of- 
ticers :

THE General of Artillery Baron Kray, who 
remained behind, in obedience to the Orders of 
Field-Marſhal e to undertake the Siege of 
Peſchiera, has ſent here as Courier the Firſt Lieu- 
tenant of Artillery Voparierny with the agreeable 


Intelligence, that on the 5th Inſtant, after having 


made every Diipoiition for the Opening of the 
Trenches and for the Bombardment of the Citadel, 
he had offered to the Enemy's Garriſon, which ac- 
cording to all Accounts conſiſted of One Thouſand 
Five Hundred Men, a Capitulation, by which it 
ſhould be allowed to come out upon Condition not 
to ſerve for Six Months againſt us or our Allies. 
Our Preparations and Diſpoſitions for Attack 
made the Enemy accept our Capitulation, and 
deliver up the Fortreſs, with all the Artillery, Am- 


munition, and Proviſions. The Firſt Account of 


General of Artillery Kray is, that Nincty Cannons 
and Mortarz were found in the Place; beſides Six- 
teen Gun-Boats equipped, and a great Quantity of 
Ammunition and Provifions. 

Early on the Morning of the 6th, the General 
of Artillery placed a Company at One of the Gates 
of the Fortreſs, and cauſed an Inventory of all the 
Ammunition and Proviſions to be taken. The

The Weather having become a little more favour- 

able towards the laſt Days of April, and the Paſſes 


more 
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more practicable, Field-Marſtal Count Bellegarde 
determined to execute without Delay the Plan of 
Attack which he had prepared. It was made on 
the 2oth of April in Two Columns and ſeveral De- 
tachments. The Firſt, being the principal One, was 
commanded by the Field-Marſhal Count Bellegarde, 
and the Second by the Field-Marſhal Haddick. Each 
of thoſe Columns was ſupported in its Operations 
by Detachments, which ſometimes attacked and at 
other Times only made Demonſtrations. 

The Firſt Column penetrated from Nauders into 
the Engadine. It was neceſlary to paſs the Inn at 
{ ſeveral Fords, which the Troops, notwithſtanding 
| the extreme Cold, performed with the greateſt 
Willingneſs ; ſeveral were loſt by the Rapidity of 
the Current. = | 

As ſoon. as the Signal for Attack was given, all 
the Advanced Poſts of the Enemy were attacked at 
the ſame Time by tbe Firſt Column, and by the 
| Detachments which had taken the Roads leading 
to the Lower and Upper Lovellen ; the greateſt 
Part of them were killed and the Reſt put to Flight. 
The Reſerved Poſts of the Enemy, however, availin 
| themſelves of the Advantage of the Ground, ail 
puted every Inch. 

From Strada to Ramiſs the Firſt Column and 
the Detachments were obliged to climb the moſt 
impracticable Mountains, fighting at the ſame Time 
in order to drive the Enemy from ſeveral advan- 
tageous Poſitions. T 

Towards twelve o' Clock this Column arrived 
before Ramiſs; the Enemy was driven from the 
Heights which command the Valley of Ramiſs, 
from the Village itſelf, as far as the Entrenched 
Poſition behind Ramiſs. 
; This Poſition, naturally very advantageous, was 
rendered ſtill more ſo by the Works which the 

Enemy had raiſed on the Front and Right __ : |

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The moſt deciſive Attack againſt this Entrenched 
Poſition was made upon its Left Wing, on the 
Side of Manas 
Pield-Marſhal-Lieutenant Bielleguede had ed 
a particular Column to penetrate from III and 
Spils by the Mountains as far as Schleims and 
Manas, and afterwards to paſs the Rivulet of Ramiſs 
above Manas. This Column had, from the Place 
at which it was formed, already made ſome extremely 
painful Marches_ over the ſteepeſt Mountains; fo 
that in advancing from Manas by the Valley, full 
of Ravines, the Soldiers had almoſt exhauſted their 
Strength. | 

On that Side the Enemy had ſecured themſelves 
by Three Entrenchments, placed one before the 
other, which could only be reached by a very nar- 
row Path. That Column, however, in ſpit= of the 
exhauted State of the Soldiers, carried Two of 
thoſe Entrenchments ; but by the obſtinate Reſiſt— 
ance of the Enemy and their own extreme Fa- 
tigue, they could not reach the Third. 

It was the Intenfion of Field-Marſhal : Pellegarde, 


that an Attack ſhould be made upon the Entrench- | 


ments on the Enemy's Right Flank as ſoon as this 
Column had reached his Left. 

The Troops deſtined for this Aſſault advanced 
to the Entrenchment thick let with Paliſadoes, and 
in ſpite of a very briſk Fire of Artillery and Muſ- 
quetry, climbed up the ſtecp Height upon which 
the Entrenchment was made.

which they by no Means expected. The Chief 
Chaſſeur Mathieu, of the Corps of Le Loup, with 
ſome other Chaſſeurs, and Captain Enyeter with a' 
Company and a Half of the Regiment of Antoine 
Eſterhazi, were charged with this Enterprize, who 
by Means of Cramp Irons ſcaled the higheſt Sum- 
mit of the Mountain undiſcovered by the Enemy; 
and while their Attention was engaged by our 
Cannonade from the Mountains in their Front, the 
whole Detachment, headed by Captain Enyeter, 
gained their Entrenchments by deſcending a frozen 
' Ravine in their Rear. . 


This bold Attempt totally diſconeerted the

ters were, on the 13th Inſtant, at 1 ortona, the Ci. 
tade! of which had only an inconſiderable Garriſon. 
General Moreau had collected all the French 
Troops which had been ſcattered through Piedmont, 
and was encamped near to Alexandria, with about 
Seventeen Thouſand Men.

As every Account agreed that the Enemy had 


only a ſmall Garriſon in Tortona, F {e1d-Marſhal 


Suwarrow ordered Prince Pangrazion, who was at 


Pavia, to croſs the Po without Delay with the Ad- 
vanced Guard, conſiſting of a Regiment of Chaſl- 


ſeurs, Two Battalions of Grenadiers, Two Batta- 


lions of Infantry, and Two Regiments of Coſlacks, 


under the Command of Colonel Grekow. = 
They paſſed the River near Corveſino in Barges 
and Flat-Bottomed Boats, and puthed forward to 
Voghera. On reconnoitring, It was diſcovered that 
the. Enemy had itrengthened the Garriſon of Por- 
tona, 

received Orders to join the Prince, who croſſed the 
Rirer with Two Battalions of the Regiment of 
Frolich, Two Squadrons of Lobkowitz' Dragoons, 
and Two of Karaiczay's, which paſſed the Scrivia near 
Caitel Nuovo, and formed near T'orré di Garrofole, 
between Tortona and Alexandria. 

But the following Day having learnt that Moreau 


was poſted near Alexandria, on the Banks of the 


River, with the Two Diviſions of Victor and Grenier 


and whatever Force he had been able to collect 
from Turin and other Places, the Field-Marſhal

The Two Diviſions Lab and Frölich, under the

In conſequence of which, General Karaiczay

The following Day they paſſed through Voghera, 
and on the gth arrived by Ponte Coronne at Tor— 
tona. At Duſk the ſame Day Major-General Mar- 

quis Chatelet attacked the Gate of Voghera with 
Tao Battalions of the Regiment of Alvinczy, a 
Reſerve of Grenadiers, and a Squadron of Loki 
witz, under the Orders of Colonel Spanochi, and with 
the Aſſiſtance of the Inhabitants, who at Heart are 
faithful to their King, the Gate was forced, note 
withitanding the Fire from the Citadel. Thus fell 
the Fortreſs of Tortona, the Key of Piedmont. 

The Ruſſian General Prince Gortzakow witneſſed 
their Operation. The Troops were received with 
Shouts of Joy by the Inhabitants. The Town was 
illuminated the whole Night, and the next Day 
(the 10th) High Maſs and Te Deum were ſung at 
the Churches. | 

There were but few Cannon in the Town. The 
Enemy, Seven Hundred Men ftrong, have retired to 
the Citadel, which is blockaded by Four Battalions, 


and the Works are already begun. 


The Enemy left behind them Two Hani and 
Fifty Wounded or Sick, of whom Twelve are 
Officers. 

The Army paſſed the Serteis on the oth, which 
was ſo ſwoln ind ſo rapid as to render it impoſſible to 
conſtruct a Bridge. The Men paſſed through the 
Water up to their Middle, way, joined the Ruſſian 
Advanced Guard near 'Torre di Garrofole. 

General Vukaſſovich advanced with his Brigade 
beyond Novara to Vercelli; and nis Advanced Guard,

The Second, Third, and Fourth Columns had to 
ſcramble up the higheſt and ſteepeſt Mountains, and 
to overcome inceſſant Difficulties; to make their Way 
through Snow Six Feet deep, and thus to march 
for Twelve Hours before they could reach the Ren- 
dezvous from which the Attack was to be made. 
The extreme Cold which reigned on the Summits of 
the Alps of Mayeufeld, Seis, and Slapin rendered 
it impoſſible to fix upon any other Point for the 
Rendezvous ; and, the undaunted Firumeſs and Cou- 
rage with which the Troops, encouraged by the 
Example ſet them by their Officers, braved all theſe 
Difficulties cannot be ſufficiently admired.

attacked our Right: Wing on the Thoes by Rohr. 
baſs and Under Embrach on the 1ſt of June, with a 
Body of Ten or Twelve Thouſand, and having 
gag forced to withdraw their Kone Guard from 
the Right Bank of the Klatt, His Royal Highneſs 
determined to diſlodge them, and to drive them, 
if not beyond the Limat, at leaſt into their en- 
trenched Pofition of Zurich; in order to put him- 


ſelf in a Condition to aſcertain exactly that Po- 


ſition, of which his Royal Highneſs had received 
ſuch various Accounts, and to be enabled to arrange 
and order an Attack upon it. 

Immediately after taking Winterthur His Royal 
Highneſs ordered General Jellachich to march to 
Pfeffikon to cover the Left Flank of the Army;

But becauſe the Report 
had ſpread itfelf over the whole Country to Cera, 


that his Troops were French diſguiſed, he always 


ſent, half an Hour before bank ſeveral Peaſants, 
who had been previouſly fully convinced that they 
were Imperial Soldiers, in order to pacity the armed 
Praſantry, who had threatened to affail them. 
This was the more neceſſary, as Captain Schmel. 
zer received Information that the French Soldiers, 
of the Diviſion of General Grouchy, who were 
plundering in the Mountains of Caſfano, had been 
acquainted with his March, and collected themſelves 
to purſue him. 

In order that Captain Schmelzer might have 
timely Ir formation of the Motions of the Enemy, 
he ſent about Fifty Peaſants to the Mountains, with 
Directions to impede their March as much as poſh- 
ble, and to inform him of their Approach by Signal 
Shots. In the meanwhile he procecded with forced 
Marches along the Left Bank of the Pormida, 


after he had ſent befcre him {ome Peaſants acrots the 
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River to obſerve: General Victor, who, with his 
Diviſion, was poſted between Acqui and Spigna. 

In tbis Manner he fortunately paſſed with his 
Detachment through Two Columns of the Enemy 
to the Environs of Monaftero and Ceſule, where he 
reſted his Troops till the repeated Fire from the 
Peaſants in the Mountains gave the Signal to break 
up. He now went forward to Corte Miglia, where 
he again halted. But an Hour after fome Peaſants 
arrived with the Intelligence that the Enemy were 
approaching; he therefore during the Night paſſed 
the Mountains to Cara Vanzana, where his Troops 
reſted till the Break of Day. | | 

On the 21ſt of May he paſſed over Niela and 
Belbo and arrived at Ceva, where they made ſome 
Scruples of receiving him, occaſioned by the above- 
mentioned Report. He therefore went into the 
Fortreſs, and convinced the Commandant Francolino, 
and ſeveral other Chiefs of the armed Peaſantry, of 
their Miſtake, that his Detachment was ſent to them 
from the Commander in Chief of the Auſtrian Army 
in Italy. He then, conformable to his Orders, 
entered the Fortreſs, Drums beating, &c. 

Captain Schmelzer obſerving great Diſorder in the 
Fortreſs reproached the Commander Francolino, who 
apologiſed by ſayjng, that he was unable to keep the 
People in Order and Subordination, and that a ſeri- 
ous Exertion to reſtrain them had frequently endan- 
gered his Life. | 

In order to make every neceſſary Arrangement for 
Defence with the greateſt Energy, Captain Schmel- 
zer took on himſelf the Command of the Fortreſs; 
but retained the late Commandant to avail himſelf 
of his local Knowledge. 'This Officer, who, as 
Chief of the Peaſants, by taking the Fortreſs, ſhewed 
his Attachment to the good Canfe, fulfilled every 
ExpeQation of the Captain Schmelzer by his Will. 
ingneſs to undertake every Service during the 
Blockade. ö Cn 
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On the 22d of May he made Application to the 
Mag iſtrates of the Town to ſupply the Fortreſs with 
Provifions, having found there only Sufficiency for 


Three Days. EA comphed very wil. 


lingly, and requeſted a Memorial of the Neceffaries, 


-which he ſent. 


Then he went to the Magazines of Ammunition, 


where he found much Neglect, the Floor being. co. 
vered with Powder. Although the Peaſants had 


taken a vaſt Quantity of Ammunition, and more 


than Two Hundred and Fifty Thouſand Cartridges, 


yet there ſtill remained a copious Supply. To elta. 


bliſh Order in the Magazines, he permitted no Am- 
munition to be taken without his Knowledge; for 


which Purpoſe he placed Sentinels before them. He 


ordered the ſcattered Powder to be collected, and 


the Magazines to be cleaned. This was performed 
by the Corporal Stowaſſer and Eight Gunners in 


the moſt expeditious Manner. 


In the Fortification he every where found Traces 
of the Deſtruction committed by the Peaſants; Pa- 


liſades, great and {mall Gates of the Out-Works, 


were burnt, the Iron-Works demoliſhed, even the 
Faſcines torn up in ſuch a Manner, that whole 


" 'Fraverſes had fallen. 


To remedy this, in ſome Degree, he ſent ſor Three 


Cartwrights, One Joiner, Two Smiths, TWO Lock- 
Imiths, and One Gunſmith of the Town, whom he 


kept in the Fortreſs. He ſucceeded in replacing the 
Paliſades and the moſt eſſential Gates, being ſupplied 
with every Thing he wanted by the 'Fown. 

The greateſt Fart of the Gun Carriages upon the 
Ramparts and in the Magazines being unſerviceable, 
the Captain Schmelzer placed them on thoſe Places 
where an Attack was leaſt probable, and RN the 
.Reit in the molt eligible Manner.

We 
have thus the Satisfaction of finding ourfelves, on 
the Forty-fixtk Day of the Siege, in a better State

1 HAVE the Honor, to inform your Lordſhip, that 


as ſoon as the Return of fine Weather, after the 


Equinoctial Gale, allowed me to approach this un- 
ſheltered Anchorage, I reſumed my Station in the 


Bay with the Squadron under my Orders. I found 


the Enemy had protited, by our forced Abſence, to 
puſh their Approaches to the Counterſcarp, and even 
into the Ditch of the North Eaſt Augle of the 
Town- Wall, where they were employed in mining 
the Tower, to increaſe a Breach they had already 
made in it, and which had been found impracticable 
when they attempted to ſtorm on the iſt Inſtant. 
The Alliance and Prize Gun- Boats, which had been 
caught in the Gale, had fortunately rode it out ex- 
cept One; and Captain Wilmot had been ſo inde- 
fatigable in mounting the Prize Guns, under the 
Direction of an able Officer of Engineers, Colonel 
Phelipeaux, that the Fire therefrom had already 
ſlackened that of the Enemy; ftill, however, much 
was to be apprehended from the Effect of the Mine, 
and a Sortie was determined on, in which the Britiſh 
Marines and Seame: were to force their Way into 
it, while the Turkiſh Troops attacked the Enemy's 
Trenches on the Right and Left. The Sally took 
place this Morning juſt before Daylight; the Im- 
petuoſity and Noiſe of the Turks rendered the 
Attempt to ſurpriſe the Enemy abortive, though 
in other Reſpects they did their Part well.

MY LORD, Tigre, Acre, May 9, 1799. 
HAD the Honour to inform your Lordſhip by 

4 my Letter of the 2d inſtant, that we were bufily 
employed completing Two Ravelins for the Re- 
ception of Cannon to flank the Enemy's neareſt 
Approaches, diſtant only Ten Yards from them. 
They were attacked that very Night, and almoſt 
every Night ſince, but the Enemy have each Time 
been repulſed with very conſiderable Loſs: the 
Lemy continued to batter in Breach with pro-

greſſive Succeſs, and have Nine ſeveral Times 
attempted to ſturm, but have as,often; been beaten 
back with immenſe Slaughter, Our beſt Mode of 
Defence has been frequent Sorties to keep them on 
the defenſive, and impede the Progreſs of their 
Covering Works. We have thus been in one con- 
tinued Battle even fince the Beginning of the Siege, 
interrupted only at ſhort Intervals by the exceſſive 
Fatigue of every Individual on both Sides. We 
have been long anxiouſly looking for a Reinforce. 
ment, without which we could not expect to be 
able to keep the Place fo long as we have. The 
Delay in its Arrival being occafioned by Haſſan 
Bey's having originally received Orders to join me 
in Egypt, I was obliged to be very peremptory in 
the Repetition of my Orders for him to join me 
here; it was not however til] the Evening of the 
Day before Yeſterday, the Fifty firſt Day of the 
Siege, that his Fleet of Corvettes and Pranſports 
made its Appearance. The Approach of this ad- 
ditional Strength was the Signal to Buonaparte for 
a moſt vigorous and perſevering Aſſault, in hopes 


to get Poſſeſſion of the Town before the Reinforce- 


ment to the Garriſon could diſembark. 
The conſtant Fire of the Beſiegers was ſuddenly 


increaſed tenfold, our flanking Fire from a Float 
was, as uſual, plied to the utmoſt ; but with leſs 


Effet than heretofore, as the Enemy had thrown 
up Epaulments and Traverſes of ſufficient Thick- 
neſs to protect him from it.

Column with evident Effect, and checked it con- 
fiderably. Still, however, the Enemy gained 
Ground, and made a Lodgment in the Second Story 
of the North-Eaſt Tower; the upper Part being 
entirely battered down, and the Ruins in the Ditch 
forming the Aſcent by which they mounted.

N the 4th Inſtant, I had the Honor to addreſs

The Fire of our Batteries, which began to batter 

in Breach on the zoth April, had on the Evening 

of the 3d Tnſtant fo much deſtroyed the Walls 

againſt which it was directed, that the Arrangement 

was then made for aſſaulting the Place on the fol- 

lowing Day, when the Breach was reported prac- 

ticable. The Troops intended to be employed 

were ſtationed in the Trenches early in the Morn- 


| ing of the 4th, that no extraordinary Movement 


might lead the Enemy to expect the Aſſault, wiuch 
I had determined to make in the Heat of the Day, 
as the Time beſt calculated to enſure Succeſs, as 
their Troops would then be lealt prepared to op- 
Ten Flank Companies of Europeans, taken from 
thoſe Regiments neceſſarily left to guard our Camp 
and Out-Poſts, followed by the 1 2th, 33d, 73d, and 
74th Regiments, and Three Corps of Grenadier 
Sepoys taken from the Troops of the Three 
Preſidencies, with Two Hundred of His Highneſs 
the Nizam's Troops, formed the Party for the 
Aſſault, accompanied by One Hundred of the Ar- 
tillery and the Corps of Pioneers, and ſupported in 


the Trenches by the Battalion Companies of the 


Regiment De Meuron, and Four Battalions of 
Madras Sepoys.—Colonel Sherbrooke, and Lieu- 


tenaut-Colonels Dunlop, Dalrymple, Gardiner, 


and Mignan, commanded the ſeveral Flank Corps; 


and Major-General Baird was entruſted with the 
Direction of this important Service. 


At One o'Clock the Troops moved from the 


Trenches, eroſſed the rocky Bed of the Cavery under

and aſcended the Breaches in the Fauſſe Braye and 
Rampart of the Fort, ſurmounting in the moſt gallant 
Manner every Obſtacle which the Difficulty of the 
Paſſage and the Refiftance of the Enemy preſented to 
oppoſe their Progreſs.

SIR, Speedy, at Sea, October 4. 1709. 
Hars the Honor to inform you, that Yeſterday, 
whilſt running through the Gut of Gibraltar in 

Sight of the Britiſh Convoy, I obſerved a Number 
of ſmall Veſſels coming out of Algeſiras, and con- 
cluded they were Spaniſh Gun Boats endeavouring 
to cut off ſome of the Merchant Ships ; I therefore 
ſteered for them in order to keep them as far as 
poſſible from the Body of the Fleet, but upon 
our near Approach, perceiving they were Spanith 
Coaſters (Eight in Number), under the Protection 
of a Cutter and Schooner, made all Sail in Chace, 
and ſoon ſeparated the Two ſternmoſt from the 
Body: they ran under the Guns of a Calle 
which opened a Fire upon us, and prevented our 
bringing them off. We continued the Purſuit of 
the others, paſſing under the Shot from Tariffe 
Caſtle, and at Four P. M. came up with Four 
more in a Bay to the Eaſtward of Cape Trafalguar ; 
One immediately anchored near a Fort, and the 
other Three under a Caltle which had One Gun 


wounted : as it blew very heavy from the Eaſtward, 
el cok 
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and being on a Lee Shore, we could not go as near 
them as I could wiſh, but anchored within Four 
Cables Length, and bringing our Guns to bear upon 
the Caſtle {which appeared to be in a very ruinous 
State and did not return our Fire), and- the Veſſels, 
in a ſhort Vime compelled the Spaniards to abandon 
them all, firſt cutting their Cables, by which Means 
they drove om Shore. I then ſent Lieutenant Par- 
ker to endeavour to bring them off, and ſhortly 
after Mr. Marſhall (the Matter) to aſſiſt; or, if 
that was not practicable, to ſet them on Fire; 
neither of which could be effected from the heavy 
Surf breaking entirely over them, and rendering 
the Approach dangerous to the Boats. They, 
however, boarded them, brought away ſome of 
their Fire-Arms, threw the Remainder overboard, 
leaving them full of Water and complete Wrecks. 
One Veſſel was laden with Brandy and Paper, One 
with Englith Manufactures, (Cutlery, Hardware, 
&c.) and the Third in Ballaſt.

LIrUTENAVT  PIZZENBERG arrived Veſterday 
witrb Accounts from General Melas, that having 
received eredible Information that the Enemy was 
collecting and receiving freſh Reinforcements on the 
Banks of the River Stura, he diſpatched Genera] 
Gotteſheim with Seven Battalions of Infantry and 
a Regiment of Dragoons, oppotite the Entrance of 
this Valley, to plant themſelves in the moſt advan- 
tageous Poſition between Foffano and Savighano, 
ſo as to obſerve accurately all the Motions of the 
Enemy. 

The Enemy in Effect attacked on the cath in- 
ſtant the Advanced Poſts of the aforeſaid Generals, 


particularly on the Right Wing; but as he, to- 


gether with an accurate Knowledge of the Country, 
Profited by the Skill of an experienced Commander 
of the Out-Poſts, the Enemy was not in a Con- 
dition, with all the Advantages of Situation, to gain 
Poſſeſſion of the important Potts of Foſſano and 
Bavigliano. 

The Enemy, however, having received freſh Re- 
inforcements, amounted to Fifteen Thouſand Men: 
this Conſideration, and at the ſame Time the Diſ— 
advantage of the Ground interſeted by Hedges, 
where General Gotteſheim might eaſily Suns been 


furrounded by the. Superiority of their Numbers, 


* induccd 
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induced. him to advance nearer to the Army, and to 
evacuate Savigliano in the Evening, and Foſſano 
after Midnight. 1 

Under theſe Circumſtances the Army on the 16th 
had encamped at Bra, and although it was not to be 
expected, that, with the aforeſaid Troops, the 
Enemy would attempt to attack it in this Poſition 3 
yet their aſſembling in the Valley of Stura, and the 
Probability of their uniting themſelves with the 
Troops at Pignerole, as well as with thoſe whe 
had marched from Genoa towards Piedmont, ex- 
ited the Attention of General Mclas, and induced 
im to attack (before the Enemy could gain Time 
to execute their Intention) that Part of their Force

For this Purpoſe a proportionable Part of the 
Army marched in Two Columns, the firſt, com- 
manded by General Kray, to Savigliano, and the 
Second, under General Melas, to Foſſauo. The Co— 


lumns marched from their Camp at Eleven o' Clock, 


and arriving at the Place of Deſtination at Half 
pait Four, the Attack of Savigliano took place at 
Five. The Regiments of Furſtenburg and Stuart 
led the Columns, and performed all that could be 
expected from brave and heroic Troops. The Com- 
manders of theſe Two Regiments, Colonels Auerſ- 
burg and Weber, as well as all the Reſt of the Of- 
hicers diſplayed Proofs of perſonal Courage and Re- 
ſolution. The Enemy. defended themſelves with 
great Skill, and it was not till after the Adjutant 
Major Bruſch had, by Order of General Melas. at- 
tacked with One Battalion of Stuart, and a Party 
of Cavalry, that they fell into Diſorder and fled

HE Ruſhan Army under the Command of 
General Korſakof took up a Poſition, after its 
Retreat from Zurich, with its Right to Eglizaw 
and its Left to Conſtance, The Bridges of Dieſ- 
ſenhofen and Stein were occupied by it in Front, 
and a Garriſon of Two Thouſand Men were placed 
in a Tete de Pont at Bueſingen, a Village between 
Dieſſenhofen and Schaffhauſen, where a Pontoon 
Bridge had been placed by the Auſtrians. On the 
8th the Enemy appeared in Force in the Netgih- 
bourhood of Bueſingen. It was evident that he 


came for the Purpoſe of reconnoitring the Poſition, 
and

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and though he retired in the Evening there was 
Reaſon to believe he had not retreated far. An 
immediate Attack on the Tete de Pont was ex- 
pected. | 
On the Morning of the gth Coal Korſakof 
reſolved to paſs the Rhine for the Purpoſe of driv- 
ing the Enemy from their Poſitron, He took with 
him Ten Pattalions and Twenty-two Squadrons. 
The Army advanced for about a League without 
diſcovering any Traces of the Enemy. They at 
laſt, however, found him in conſiderable Force, 
and ſtrongly poſted, with his Left to the Village of 
Schlatten, and his Right to a Wood which he had 
alſo occupied. It is impoſſible for Words to do 
juſtice to the Intrepidity with which the Ruſſians. 
immediately attacked them. The whole Line fell 
upon them with their Bayonets, and the French 
flew for Prottes d the Woods, where, under 
Cover of their Chaſſeurs, they endeavoured to take 
a ſecond Poſition. They were driven from this. 
hkewiſe by the Ryſſians, and a third Pofition, 
which they took in the Neighbourhood of the Vil- 
lage of Tublikon, was likely to have proved {till 
more unfortunate to them. Two of their Battalions 
had already thrown down their Arms, and were on 
the Point of ſurrendering, when a Regiment of 
French Cavalry, followed by a large Column of In- 


tantry, commanded by Maſſena in Perſon, came in 


View and ſaved them, 

The Object of the Expedition was to drive the 
Enemy from the Woods in the Neighbourhood of 
the Tete de Pont, and this Object being effected, it 
became no longer prudent, with fo ſmall a Corps, 
to riſk an Acton with a Force now become ſo ſu- 
perior, or to advance ſurther, unſupported, againſt 
the Enemy, who, from the Neighbourhood of their 
Army, had an Opportunity of receiving ſtill greater 

Reinforce- 
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Reinforcements. After driving the Enemy there. 
fore nearly to the River Thur, the Army retreated 
by the Road on which they bad advanced, and en- 
tered their Camp about Six o'Clock in the Evening, 
While theſe Operations were going on in the 
Neighbourhood of Buefingen 5 attacked 
the Bridge of Dieſſenhofen and the Town of Con- 


ſlance, which confirmed us in the Belief that tbe 


Attack would have taken place on the Tete de 
Font, if the offenſive Operations on the Side of the 
Ruſſians had not prevented it. 

At Dieffenhofen they were repulfed by General 
Wornoff, who with a very ſmall Number of Men 
very gallantly defended himfelf during the Whole of 
the Day, and after occaſioning a very great Loſs 


ot Men to the French, took ſeveral Pritoners and - 


Three Pieces of Cannon. 

At Conſtance, where the Corps of the Prince of 
Conde were ſtationed, the Enemy were more fuc- 
ceſsful. The Poſition which the Prince was obliged 
to take up for the Defence of the Town was call, 
too extenſive for his ſmall Number of Men, and be. 
ing unable to guard all the different Points ſuffi. 
ciently, the Enemy, aſter directing all his Efforts 
unſucceſsfully againſt their Front, contrived at laſt 
to advance a Corps unperceived through the Vine- 
yards, force the Left of the Poſition, and enter the 


Town before the Reit of the Prince's Corps, who 


had commenced their Retreat, were enahled ta 
reach 1t. 

On their Arrival at the Gates, they found them 
in the Poſſeſſion of the Enemy, and no other Re- 
treat left but that which was to be obtained by 
forcing their Way through a Town, of which the 
Streets were already occupied. In effecting it they 
ſuſtained a conſiderable Loſs; but the allantry 
which was _— by all the Corps, and . 
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larly by the Grenadiers of Bourbon, in the Execu- 
tion of this deſperate Meaſure, was, as I am in- 
formed, entirely beyond the Reach of Praiſe. 

The Loſs af Conſtance was accompanied by the 
Loſs of the Bridge at that Place, and this latter 
Circumſtance endangered conſiderably. the Left of 
the Ruſſian Poſition, General Kotſakof, on re 
cciring the Intelligence, thought. it - adviſable to 
concentrate his Force and retire his Men from the 
Tete de Pont during the Night, a Meaſure which 
has now become a Matter of Regret; the Bridge of 
Conſtance having been retaken on the 10th. 

I am ſorry to inform your Lordſhip that our Loſs 
in theſe different Attacks amounts to nearly Fifteen 
Hundred Men, killed, wounded, and miſſing: the 
Loſs of the Enemy mult have been very conſiderable; 


but I have not had an Opportunity of aſcertaining it. 


A conſiderable Number of Priſoners fell into our 
Hands at the Attack of Buclingenz. but, with the 
Exception of about Fifty, they contrived to make 
their Eſcape during the Retreat. Four Pieces of 
Cannon. fell into our Hands, 'U'bree of which, al- 
ready mentioned, at the Attack of Dieſſenhofen, 
the Fourth in the Neighbourhood of Schlatten.

Commander in Chief, the Progreis which had been 
made in the Embarkation and Departure of the 
Britiſh and Ruſſian Troops which were left under 
my Command, in the Province of North Holland; 
and I am now happy to acquaint yon, that the laſt 
of them embarked Yeſterday Morning, when the 
Wind being fair, the Whole of the Ships of War and 
Tranſports remaining in the Texel left that Port. 
Every Thing belonging to the Army was brought 


off excepting a ſmall Proportion of damaged Pro-

viſions, a few Waggons, and about "Three Hundred 
Draught Horſes of little Value, for which there was 
no Tonnage ; of theſe the latter alone were. fale.

Army had been cantoned, to be delivered to any of 
the Inhabitants who might have ſuffered from the 
inevitable Conſequences of War.

from the terrible Effects of an Inundation, as alſo 
from the Deſtruction of the beſt of its Ports, in- 
volving che total Ruin of the principal Channels of 
its Interior Navigation and Commerce. 

In anſwer to which General Brune obſerves, that 
he cannot imagine His Royal Highneſs will recur to 
Meaſures not lefs revolting to Humanity, than re- 
pugnant to the Character of the Britiſh Nation, and 
to the general Feeling of all Europe. 

Devaſtation or Deſtruction is certainly incom- 
patible with the Character and with the uniform 
Conduct of the Engliſh Nation; and as little do 
either accord with The Diſpoſition of His Royal 
Highneſs the Commander in Chief :—but there are 
Duties peremptorily preſcribed by the Nature of 
particular Situations, the Odium of which muſt fall, 
not on thoſe who execute, but on ſuch as render the 
Meaſures neceſſary, by rejecting the Conditions of a 
juſt and honorable Agreement. 

Deeply impreſſed with what is due to his Country

Brune is equally guided by theſe Sentiments, His

On the 31tt of October, Field-Marſhal-Lieute - 
nant Haddick, with the Reinforcements received by 
him from General Kray, conſiſting of Five Batta- 
ons and Two Squadrons, arrived at Aleſſandria, 
where he encamped his Troops, who were ſo much 
fatigued from their long Marches, that General 
Nray was not able to croſs the Bormida on the iſt 
of November, nevertheleſs, he went on a recon- 
noitring Party up the Bormida as far as Strevi. 
Meanwhile the Bormida ſwelled ſo much that 
the only Bridge acroſs that River was deſtroyed, 
and the General was obliged to defer the Attack: 
which he had intended to make on the 2d of No- 
rember. However, not to be idle, he detached a. 
de Battalions of Infantry, and Two Squadrons: of 
ihe Gth Huflars, under Major Fulda, to Caſſine, 
with Orders to attack Acqui on the 3d of No- 
vember. This Attack ſucceeded ſo well, that Acqui 
was taken with ſcarcely any Loſs on our Side. 
The Enemy loft at leaſt Six Hundred Men, belides 
Three Hundred and Nine Priſoners.

On the 11th the Diviſion of 
General Ott attacked that Part of the Enemy which 
remained at Borgo Saint Dalmazzo, and drove them 
as far as Robillante. On the ſame Day Major-Ge- 
neral Somativa purſued the French in hs Valley of 
the Stura as far as Demonte, of which he took Poſ- 
ſeſſion, and made One Hundred Priſoners. Mayor- 
General Gotterſheim alſo obliged the French to 
evacuate the Villages of La Chuiſa, Boves, and 
Poveragna. General Championet had aſſembled his 
whole Force at Mondovi, and upon the Mountains 
behind the River Ellero, as far as Monaſterlo. As 
long as he occupied this Poſition, it was impoſſible 
to undertake the Siege of Coni. Gencral Melas 
therefore gave Orders that a general Attack ſhould 
be made on the 13th. A Letter from Championet 
to Saint Cyr had been intercepted, which ſhewed 
that the latter was not able to purſue the Advan- 
tage which he had gained over General Kray in the 
lait Action which I had the Honor of ſtating to 
your Lordſhip. For this Reaſon the Diviſion of 
General Metrowſki, which had marched as far as 
Cheraſco for the Purpoſe of reinforcing General 
Kray, was ordered to return to the Camp of the 
1 Trinita on the 12th, and to form the Left of the 
Attack on the Town of Mondovi. The Remainder 
_ of the Army marched in Two Columns. The one, 

by La Chiuſa, upon Mouaſterlo; the other, by Villa 

Nora, upon the Centre of the Enemy” Line. From 

the L ifficulties of the Roads the Attacks were not 

made till very late, and the Enemy, without making 

much Reiillance, abandoned all his Poſitions. The 

People of Mondovi opened the Gates of the Lower 

Town to the Auſtrians. The French Army retired 

to Vico, and evacuated the Citadel of Mondovi in 


the Night.

The Severity of the Weather 
has obliged the Enemy to abandon the Col de Scade, 
where they left Four Pieces of Cannon, which they 
could not drag through the Snow.
